Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Mashinsky (U.S. Patent No. 6,226,365 Bl) . 

Mashinsky discloses a telecommunication providing system 
and method. 

The system comprises a server having access to a memory 
containing a set of responses to purchase request for 
telecommunication services (col. 9, lines 22-33); and a client 
(col. 22, lines 45-47), connected to the server (col. 22, lines 
32-35), for inputting a purchase request (col. 11, lines 31-55), 
accessing the stored set of responses (col. 22, lines 48-67),

The method is disclosed for distributing telecommunication 
services (col. 2, lines 32-45). 

Response to Arguments

considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Johnson et al . (U.S. Patent No. 5,917,897) discloses a 
system and method for controlling a telecommunication network.
